While several members of the Lompoc 
Citv Council indicated their inclination 
to earmark federal revenue sharing 
funds for police services as has 
historically been the practice, two 
persons appeared before the council at 
its meeting Monday night to again 
request that some of the $235.000 be 
given to social programs 
Opinions were expressed as to how the 
money should be spent at a council hear­ 
ing held in conjunction with a council 
review of the budget 
Sandv Skinner executive director of 


the Girls Club of Lompoc Valley, stud 
her organization, the Boys' Club of Lorn 
poc Valley and the Lompoc Valley Drug 
Abuse Council would like to have $10.000 
most of which to go towards employing a 
full lime receptiomst-secretary who 
would do work for all three groups The 
secretary would also bo available to 
other non-profit organizations, she said 
At present , much time is taken up when 
officials ol the groups have to do their 
own tvping and similar tasks, she added 
Some of the funds would also be used to 
purchase a $350 typewriter and install a 
20 line phone system at the Girls Club 
office The organizations have agreed 
H Street improvements on 
Council agenda tonight 


A report concerning the controversial 
proposed improvements of H Street from 
Walnut to Chestnut and Ocean to Walnut 
will be made bv Public Works Director

Gustafson at the regular 
meeting of the Lompoc City Council 
tonight at 7 30 in the school administra­ 
tion board room. 1301 North A Street 
Among the four upgrading proposals 
are the widening of H Street along both 
sections and the construction of a me­ 
dian divider The latter proposal, along 
with the suggestion that present parking 
spaces be removed and relocated, has 
raised the ire of the business community 
in Lompoc They have expressed concern 
that such action would limit access to 
stores and businesses 
TWO options have been recommended 
bv the city

•eight-foot median with parking! or 
Alternate 4 ( 16-foot median with no 
parking! for both blocks from Ocean 
Avenue to Chestnut Avenue or. as a se­ 
cond option pass Alternate 2 (widening

Starts for new construction declined in 
Lompoc. Santa Ynez. and Santa Maria 
during May from a month ago as activity 
sagged eountywide 
New construction in the county for the 
month just ended totaled $4 6 million 
compared to a figure of $6 3 million dur­ 
ing April 
May new construction figures in the 
various areas compared to a month ago 
Lompoc. $598 700, compared to $1.0 
million; Santa Ynez Valley. $1 1 million, 
compared to $1 2 million Santa Maria, 
$828.900. compared to $2 4 million 
The May construction raised the 
season fiscal year to $57 4 million coun- 
tywide compared to $45 2 million last 
year at this time $7 4 million in Lom­ 
poc. compared to the previous year's $4 4 
million 
$13 3 million 
in Santa Ynez, 
Valley compared to $14 8 million last 
year at this time $17 3 million in Santa 
Maria com pa red to *10 9 million last 
year 


This is four cents over the present total 
tax rate due to an increase from 33 to 
37 in the State School Building Fund 
Repavment tax 
In computing the budget, the district 
used the same general purpose tax rate 
as that assessed this year. $3 93 per $100 
assessed valuation But the district can 
increase this rate up to an allowable 
maximum of $5.02 which it estimates 
would increase local income by nearly $1 
million 
Thus the total Lax rate for the district 
could be raised from the* present $4 90 up

District salaries and fringe benefits 
lor both certificated and classified 
employes amount to about 86 per cent of 
the total preliminary budget Other ex­ 
penditures cover books, supplies, equip­ 
ment, contracted services and other 
operating expenses 
Previously negotiated salary raises for 
classified employes have been computed 
into the preliminary budget, while 
teacher salaries were estimated based 
on this year's salarv schedule 
However, a raise for teachers is ex­ 
pected with the completion of upcoming 
collective bargaining contract negotia­ 
tions between the district and a teacher 
union, the Lompoc Education Associa­ 
tion (LEA > 
The LEA has asked for a wage in­ 
crease 1 5 times the cost-of-living in­ 
crease in addition to improved fringe 
benefits and elass-size reductions that 
would require the hiring of up to 100 ad­ 
ditional teachers These proposals would 
increase district costs up to $6 million, 
the district estimates

Carter said he was carefully consider­ 
ing several factors, including the 
balance of strategic capabilities against 
expenses and the combination the out­ 
dated B52 bomber "with the cruise mis­ 
sile and other missiles”

campaign, 
candidate Carter originally said he didn't 
think the Bl program was a very good 
idea As the election drew closer he said 
he would look carefully at it 
The Congress last year postponed one 
increment of production money until 
February to give the incoming president 
a chance to make his own decision;

from his office later this year 
would deal with limitations on 
housing, not specifically a one 
per cent growth limitation The 
committee is already at work 
— 
Fletcher's companion 
proposal for a wide-spectrum 
cnuntywide committee to be ap­ 
pointed by the board got most 
support from Sup ervisor 
Robert E Kallman. Santa Bar­ 
bara Yager said he felt the two 
committee plans could run on 
the same track and possibly 
complement one another but 
thought the Fletcher plan would 
take too long and be too com­ 
plicated a problem for laymen 
to tackle 
Fletcher s proposal for a 
committee to study not only 
problems of housing but also of 
energy, water, waste mange- 
ment. human services and 
other matters got the green 
light in being referred, as 
Fletcher asked, to county staff 
for report on cost, scope and 
implementation 
Yager's plan 


got endorsement from three 
supervisors as more or less an 
information gathering project, 
but Fletcher opposed it outright 
as “ not solving the housing 
problem " 
Yager asked for clear-cut 
support and encouragement of 
his proposal but didn't exactly

W A SH IN G TO N ( U P I) - 
Democrats were convinced to­ 
day they now had the votes to 
neutralize an anti-union provi­ 
sion and pass a bill allowing 
government workers to engage 
in politics 
But the legislation faces a 
shaky fate in the Senate. 
The drive to amend the Hatch 
Act to permit the estimated 2 8 
million federal civilian and 
postal service employes to run 
and campaign for partisan 
political office under certain 
retraints was scheduled for 
renewed consideration in the 
House today. 
Sen 
Abraham Ribicoff, D- 
t’onn . who would manage the 
bill in the Senate, said he would 
not even bring it up if it does not 
pass by a large majority in the 
House, and then, he conceded, 
it faced an uphill fight 
Rep 
B ill C la y . D-Mo . 
manager of the bill, pulled it off 
the floor three weeks ago when 
an amendment by Rep John 
Ashbrook. R-Ohio, passed on a 
229-168 vote, 
in d ica tin g 
Democrats were in disarray 
The amendment said no dues 
or fees or assessments levied 


by an employe organization 
could be used for political pur­ 
poses 
The new strategy, which 
Speaker Thomas O’Neill said 
has enough votes to pass, is to 
bring up a substitute to the 
Ashbrook 
amendment 
that 
would simply say employes 
cannot be coerced by their 
organizations, making no men­ 
tion of how dues are used 
The 1939 Hatch Act was 
enacted to end what Democrats 
and Republicans now agree was 
a spoils system, with the 
awarding of jobs or promotions 
if employes voted the right 
way 
The act has not been 
tampered with since 
“ Union leaders see them 
(employes) as a vast reservoir 
of dues paying members,” said 
Rep John Rousselot. R-Calif . 
Monday 
“ It would just turn 
them into a big political-type 
organization ” 
Rep Edward Derwinski 
R- 
111, leader of Republican forces 
opposing the bill, told reporters 
“ to in effect repeal the Hatch 
Act constitutes 
nothing less 
than enactment of special in­ 
terest legislation " 
Amin heads toward 
Commonwealth meet 


DUBLIN, Ireland (U P I) 
Uganda President Idi Amin 
flew toward Dublin today in an 
apparent attempt to gatecrash 
the Commonwealth conference 
in London 
but Irish officials 
said his plane would not be 
allowed to land except to refuel 
Radio Uganda earlier today 
reported Amin “ left for over­ 
seas" from one of the country’s 
air force bases at 8 p m EDT 
Monday 
The radio did not disclose his 
destination, but repeated a 
statement from the unpredicta­ 
ble Amin that he intended to 
show up uninvited for the Com­ 
monwealth conference 
Amin said Monday he would 
fly to a country near Britain 
and then cross to London by 
boat, but gave no further in­ 
dication of his plans 
But Ireland announced that 
Amin was headed for Dublin 
No notice had been given to 
the Irish authorities of Presi­ 
dent Amin's intention to come 
to this country.“ an Irish 
government statement said 
“ The government has direct­ 
ed that the plane should not be 
allowed to land except in the 
case of emergency or refuel­ 
ling 
the statement said 
Radio Uganda said Amin was 
flying 
“ aboard a 
friendly 
country's aircraft’’ but gave no 
in d ica tio n 
w hich 
nation 
provided the plane 
For weeks Amin has been 
playing a war of nerves with 
Britain 
threatening to attend 
the Commonwealth conference 


dressed in a Scottish kilt and 
with a 250-man delegation 
Sunday, however 
Amin ap­ 
parently backed down He an­ 
nounced he had received a let­ 
ter from 
B r itis h P rim e 
Minister James Callaghan bar­ 
ring Uganda’s participation at 
the meeting 
Amin went on to threaten that 
he might retaliate by doing 
“ something serious“ to the 
British — presumably a threat 
against the 200 British missio­ 
naries and businessmen still 
living in Uganda 
Monday night 
Amin once 
more switched signals and 
threatened again to attend 
Diplomatic observers said 
the most likely aircraft Amin 
might have used would be a 
Soviet one The Russians in re­ 
cent years have re-equipped the 
Ugandan armed forces and 
Russian military advisers are 
stationed in the country to train 
the army and air force 
However the observers said 
thev had no idea where anv air­ 
craft would take Amin in 
Europe 


They said it still was unclear 
whether Annn would actually 
try to reach London or whether 
he wished merely to plunge the 
gathering into renewed confu­

Monday to the 2nd U S Circuit 
Court of Appeals the govern­ 
ment scored the Port Authority 
of New York and New Jersey 
for being “ unfair dilatory, ar­ 
bitrary and unreasonable “ 
The authority, a bi-state 
agency which operates the air­ 
port. never formally banned the 
Concorde from its facilities, but 
has insisted the plane be tested 
elsewhere to determine if it 
could meet local noise stan- 
da rds 
The government brief, pre­ 
pared at the court's request by 
the State Department and the 
Transportation 
Administratio- 
n. said it recognized the Port 
Authority's right to regulate 
noise levels at Kennedy 
But. it said 
It is unreasona­ 
ble for that authority to denv 


airlines an opportunity to prove 
that their aircraft can meet 
these noise levels 
“ The Concorde should be 
allowed to land at Kennedy Air­ 
port ” the government brief 
said 
The appeals court sought the 
administration's opinion in con­ 
nection with a suit filed by the 
British and French govern 
ments against the Port Au­ 
thority 
The two nations maintain the 
refusal to allow 
Concorde 
landings in the United States' 
most lucrative travel market 
a market thev say is crucial to 
the success of the $3 billion 
project 
violates international 
treaties 


In their own brief the British 
and French said thev would 
“ view the continued denial of 
treaty rights with the United 
States as a matter having 
serious political 
implications 
and likely to affect their rela­ 
tions with the United States " 


The British and French have 
spent a reported $4 million in a 
lobbying effort to win landing 


rights at Kennedy for the lux­ 
ury plane that can accom­ 
modate only 100 passengers and 
which costs $870 for a one-way 
trip from Washington to Paris 
20 per cent above first-class 
fares on subsonic flights 
The British and French won a 
lower court ruling 
but the 
authority appealed The federal 
appeals court is expected to 
rule within 10 davs on the mat­ 
ter but whichever side wins a 
further appeal to the U S 
Supreme Uourt is considered 
likely 


So far the ( oneorde has been 
permitted to land only at Dulles 
Airport near Washington 
a 
federal facility The Transpor­ 
tation Administration approved

What's missing in retirement life 
is 
challenge " 
No one expects 
anything from us Our middle-aged 
sons and daughters exclude us from 
their realities The world we knew 
as producers denies us the right to 
make further contributions We are 
removed from the multitude of af­ 
finities with which our lives are in­ 
volved before retirement Through 
trial and trouble we worked our way 
into isolation 
A man is a bundle of relations, 
wrote Emerson 
He is a knot of 
roots, whose flower and fruitage is 
the world " (Emerson should have 
written * men and women are bun­ 
dles of relations ” But let’s forgive 
him In the 1830s women hadn't won 
a place in philosophical writing i 
Emerson goes on to cite an exam­ 
ple 
“ Put Napoleon in an island 
prison Let his faculties find no men 
to act on. no Alps to » limb no stake 
to play for He would beat the air 
and appear stupid 
We who are now old have time to 
understand what shaped the course 
of our lives 
At every age past 
childhood, our position depended on 
the numbers of people we in­ 
fluenced Our ideas and actions had 
meaning to others Theirs had im 
portance for us We established and 
nurtured multi faceted associations 
Thereby we achieved status within 
and outside of our perceived per- 
sional interests We won our place in 
the world through association with 
others 
In retirement the base of our ac­ 
tions was wiped away. We no longer 
could influence any of the people 
with whom we shared problems We 
dominate none of the situations they 
face 
We create no conflicts 
We 
enjoy no recognition 
We are ad­ 
vised meekly to accept as fact the 
cliche.

Teacher bills 


Three measures are cur­ 
rently under consideration in 
the State Senate concerned 
with greater discretion in hir­ 
ing teachers. They are SB 272. 
SB 273 and SB 274 by Senator 
Peter Behr. 
SB 272 would designate a 
teacher’s first year of employ­ 
ment as an intern in which the 
teacher would receive positive 
supervision and counseling 
from the district as a final 
step in the hiring procedure. 
Although the Stull act now 
provides for a three-vear trial 
period before tenure, the legal 
requirements for the hearing 
process required to dismiss a 
teacher are almost identical 
for probationary and perma­ 
nent employes. The process is 
complex, expensive and more 
often than not unsuccessful. 
Teachers are hired on their 
college records and recom­ 
mendations and it is difficult 
to predict in all cases the 
quality of their teaching. This 
would provide districts the op­ 
portunity to evaluate teachers 
in the classroom without long­ 
term hiring commitments. 
SB 273 would enable school 
districts to consider all 
available teachers for open 
positions At present a district 


must employ permanently any 
substitute teacher who has 
worked on a temporary or 
long-term substitute basis for 
at least 75 per cent of the 
previous year. This practice 
requires the district to by-pass 
normal hiring procedures, in­ 
cluding programs of affir­ 
mative action. 


Substitutes are frequently 
hired during a 
tim e of 
emergency in the course of a 
school year, when the district 
cannot conduct a thorough 
search for the most qualified 
person to 
fill the position. 
Districts do not always know 
when they hire a substitute 
that the position will be open 
for a long term, and do not fol­ 
low their full recuiting and hir­ 
ing procedures. 


SB 274 removes the lottery 
system of achieving needed 
staff 
reduction. 
Without 
changing the basic seniority 
structure, the district would 
be able to select those 
teachers with identical beginn­ 
ing dates whose skills, training 
and experience make them 
most qualified for the position. 
We believe the three bills 
have considerable merit and 
should be approved.

Nixon: pardon revisited 


WASHINGTON — The controversial 
pardoning of Richard Nixon aborted the 
trial of the century Had it not been for 
the pardon according to inside sources, 
the Special Prosecutor definitely would 
have indicted the former president for 
obstruction of justice 
Instead of the epic 
court drama 
Nixon 
has now presented his 
case to the nation via 
television He told in­ 
terviewer David Frost 
that he considered 
himself under oath If 
Nixon had really 
sworn to tell the truth 
he could 1m* indicted 
for 
p e r j u r y 
We 
counted at least a 
dozen misstatements 
Perhaps the most 
dramatic was Nixon’s account of the 
pardon itself From the private notes and 
recollections of the man who negotiated 
the pardon on President Ford’s behalf 
we can now cite the discrepancies 


Ford’s personal 
lawyer 
Benton 
Becker kept a careful record of his visit 
to San Clemente in September 1974 to 
discuss the pardon and the disposition of 
the Nixon tapes Becker flew to Califor­ 
nia with the ex-president’s attorney 
Herliert J Miller Although they arrived 
shortly before midnight 
they im 
mecliatelv went into a three-hour huddle 
with Nixon aide Ronald Ziegler 


The talks resumed the following morn­ 
ing in Ziegler s office 
Frequently. 
Ziegler and Miller slipped out of the 
room tor whispered consultations 


Nixon later told David Frost that a 
pardon 
isn t of course. 
necessarily 
an admission of guilt 
This idea, he 
said wa" 
legalistic pettifogging 


On the contrars Becker made plain to 
Nixon ■> negotiators before the pardon 
was granted that it would constitute an 
admission of guilt 
He even provided 
Miller with the leading Supreme Court

into a sparse office Nixon greeted him

have had mv share of bullies I want to

NEW YORK — 1976 was the worse 
earthquake year in four centuries. Some 
700.000 people lost their lives, most of 
them in a tremor that struck a densely 
industrialized area in China 


The horror, however, may not be 
without its bright side The disaster was 
a reminder of our own vulnerability and 
shook up the Senate enough to pass a bill 
to do something about the quakes 


In the United States, there are some 70 
million people living in states where they 
are exposed to periodic earthly parox­ 
ysms The area is quite wide and not 
as many believe — limited to ( alifornia 
and Alaska 


The record reveals major upheavals in

New Madrid. 
Mo < 181112» Cape Ann Mass (1755). 
Seattle. Wash 
(1949) 
Hebgen Lake 
Mont (1959) All in all some 39 states 
are in danger zones 
In the past, the I nited States has been 
relatively luekv 
Less than 1.200 lives 
have been lost in this country out of 74 
million who are estimated to have died 
over known history. But the future may 
not be so sparing to the United States 
because our population is getting more 
dense and, in some cases, highly dense in 
areas of habitual eruption 
What. then, can be done about the un 
avoidable danger" 
At the top of the agenda is the need for 
knowing just when and where a quake is 
likely to strike We have been working on 
this ability to predict and have been 
making progress 
Seismologists from 
Lamont Doherty Geographical Obser 
vatory predicted that an earthquake 
would occur in the Blue Mountain Lakes 
Region in New York The next day i July 
15. 1973* the quake came
